He will appear in a Dart¬ 
mouth courtroom July 6 to 
face charges of accessing 
and possessing child 
pornography.

Six months for mom originally charged with manslaughter

Jane Gomes broke down 
in a Halifax courtroom 
yesterday, sobbing as 
lawyers discussed the sen¬ 
tence for her role in the 
death of her infant daugh¬ 
ter. 

Gomes was sentenced to 
six months of probation, 
and must comply with any 
counselling recommended 
by her probation officer. 
The conditional sentence 
was the result of a joint 
recommen¬ 
dation from 
her defence 
lawyer, Pe¬ 
ter Mancini, 
and Crown 
prosecutor 
Denise 
Smith. 

Gomes, a 
23-year-old 
originally 
from Bangladesh, pleaded 
guilty last month to the 
lesser charge of failing to 
provide the necessities of 
life for her seven-week-old 
daughter Aurora Break¬ 
through. Aurora died in 
hospital July 27, 2009. 

Gomes was originally 
charged with two counts 
of manslaughter. She 
spent nine months in cus¬ 
tody prior to her release 
April 26. Each month of 
detention prior to sentenc¬ 
ing counts as two, mean¬ 
ing Gomes is credited with 
spending a year and a half 
in jail. 

Smith said Gomes’ time 
in custody played a factor 
in her sentencing. 

“(The joint recommen¬ 
dation takes) into account 
the nine months of pre-tri¬ 
al detention that she 
spent,” Smith told re¬ 
porters.

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Facebook 
bullying 
case lands 
in court 

internet The parents of a 
15-year-old Nova Scotia girl 
have turned to the courts 
to find out who created a 
fake Facebook page that in¬ 
cludes allegedly defamato- 
xy comments about her ap¬ 
pearance and sexual behav¬ 
iour. 

While Internet bullying 
isn’t new, the approach 
was unusual because some¬ 
one used a photo of the girl 
to make it appear as if the 
social networking page was 
her own. 

“We say they were 
defamatory remarks,” the 
family’s lawyer, Michelle 
Awad of Halifax, said in an 
interview yesterday. “There 
are references to her physi¬ 
cal attributes... and sexual 
conduct.” 

Awad confirmed that of¬ 
ficials with California-based 
Facebook Inc. have already 
given her the numerical In¬ 
ternet protocol address as¬ 
signed to the computer 
used to create the account. 

But the lawyer still does¬ 
n’t have the name or 
names of those who assem¬ 
bled the page. 

That’s why Awad was in 
Nova Scotia Supreme Court 
in Halifax, seeking a court 
order to get customer infor¬ 
mation from Eastlinlc Inc. 

The case was adjourned 
until today because the 
judge wants to hear 
arguments regarding 
Awad’s request for a ban 
that would prohibit publi¬ 
cation of the girl’s name, 
any information that could 
identify her and details 
contained on the now 
defunct Facebook page. 

Awad said the girl first 
learned of the offensive 
page in March when a 
friend sent her a copy of 
the profile page.

Bail hearing delayed 
again in fatal crash

Matthew Lesley Grimm 
was scheduled to have a 
bail hearing at Dartmouth 
provincial court yesterday 
afternoon, but the matter 
was held over until June 2. 

This is the second time 
since being charged that 
the matter of bail has been 
put over for the 18-year- 
old Grimm, who was re¬ 
manded to the Burnside 
jail. 

Grimm, who is from 
Cole Harbour, is facing sev¬ 
eral charges in relation to 
the death of Dartmouth’s 


David Alexander Julien, a 
15-year-old Prince Andrew 
High School student who 
was in the back seat of a 
white Honda Accord when 
it crashed into a pole on 
Cranberry Crescent in 
Dartmouth on May 16. 

Grimm is charged with 
dangerous operation of a 
motor vehicle, two counts 
of breach of an undertak¬ 
ing, one count of breach of 
probation and one count 
of failing to stop at the 
scene of an accident. 

Witnesses say the driver 
and another passenger 
took off on foot after the 
accident. 

The other passenger, 
Thomas Glen Dixon, 18, is 
charged with breaching a 
court order and is out on 
bail. Dixon, who is also 
from Cole Harbour, is back 
in court on June 18. 


Did liability worries 
kill gambling study? 

Committee never wanted report: Author 


A consultant who was 
fired by the Nova Scotia 
government as he worked 
on a gambling study says 
he believes a committee 
of bureaucrats killed his 
report because he was fo¬ 
cusing too much on addic¬ 
tions to video lottery ter¬ 
minals. 

Mark Anielslci, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of Anielslci Man¬ 
agement Inc. of Edmonton, 
made the comment after 
viewing government docu¬ 
ments criticizing his 325- 
page draft study, which 
has never been released to 
the public. 

“Right from the get-go I 
sensed there was never 
any appetite from the 
steering committee to do 
this kind of study,” said 
Anielslci, referring to the 
committee of bureaucrats 
that oversaw his work. 

He said the province was 
wary of producing re¬ 
search that could be used 
to back lawsuits like an at¬ 
tempt that is being made 
to certify a class-action in 
Newfoundland and 

Labrador. 


Release urged 

Mark Anielski said his 
draft report should be pro¬ 
vided to the public so that 
people can judge its quality 
for themselves, while bear¬ 
ing in mind he was open to 
revisions. 

“If you somehow imply 
here were six suicides due 
to problem gambling, 
there may be a ... liability 
challenge here,” said Aniel¬ 
ski. 

“I can understand why 
people would be very nerv¬ 
ous about this report com¬ 
ing out.” 

The critique of Anielslci’s 
work was part of hundreds 
of pages of emails and 
memos about the study re¬ 
leased under the Freedom 
of Information Act. The 
study was originally com¬ 
missioned by the 
province’s former Conser¬ 
vative government in 
2007. 

After numerous delays in 
the work, Anielslci’s con¬ 
tract was terminated in De¬ 


cember by the NDP gov¬ 
ernment. 

Karen Stone, a spokes¬ 
woman for the Depart¬ 
ment of Labour and Work¬ 
force Development, said 
the government has no 
further comment on the 
report. 

In the documents, the 
committee’s chairman ar¬ 
gues in a memo dated 
Sept. 19, 2009, a draft of 
Anielslci’s study had seri¬ 
ous “data accuracy and 
consistency problems,” 
was months late, and 
lacked clear recommenda¬ 
tions. 

“The methodology is sel¬ 
dom justified and is ar¬ 
guably not ‘analytical, fac¬ 
tual and objective,”’ says 
the memo, which recom¬ 
mends Anielslci’s termina¬ 
tion. 

The memo also says 
“progress has been slow 
and spotty; virtually every 
promised deadline has 
been missed.” 

The study is also criti¬ 
cized for attempting to fo¬ 
cus on gambling addicts.

“We’re still trying to de¬ 


termine who was in the 
car,” he said. 

Police also haven’t locat¬ 
ed the gun used in the 
shooting. Palmeter said it 
was removed from the 
scene before officers ar¬ 
rived. 

Police obtained a war¬ 
rant for the car where the 
shooting is alleged to have 
taken place — a lavender 
Chrysler Intrepid. It was 
towed away from the park¬ 
ing lot of the housing com¬ 
plex after the shooting. 

Police say the victim’s in¬ 
juries are described as seri¬ 
ous, but not life threaten¬ 
ing.

Federation echoes budget criticism

Some councillors aren’t 
the only ones complaining 
the budget was pushed 
through too quickly. 

In an open letter to 
Mayor Peter Kelly yester¬ 
day, Judith Andrew, act¬ 
ing Atlantic vice-president 
of the Canadian Federa¬ 
tion of Independent Busi¬ 
ness, said increases to 
commercial tax rates are 
unfair. 

“The process seemed to 
be awfully hasty,” she said 
in an interview yesterday. 

“We think they’ll really 
regret this. There was lit¬ 
tle focus on what this 
means to small and medi¬ 
um-sized business and 
they’re already bullied.” 

Discussions around the 
council table became heat¬ 
ed on Tuesday when the 
budget was passed in a 17- 
7 vote. 

Some councillors said a 
week was hardly enough 
time to go through 2,000 
pages of the document 
while other councillors 
said they’ve been talking 
about the budget since 
February. 

Someone from the may¬ 
or’s office said they hadn’t 
received the letter as of 
yesterday afternoon as it 
was likely sent to the 
clerks’ office first.

cent in commercial tax 
rates that means an aver¬ 
age $3,000 extra. 

“These people are get¬ 
ting whacked with this in¬ 
crease but there are tax in¬ 
creases in the provincial 
budget that are going to 
come into play on July 1, 
and then we have some 


pretty serious increases in 
wage costs from the bump 
up in minimum wage,” 
Andrew said. 

According to an HRM 
staffer, the extra $3,000 in 
commercial taxes is offset 
by the savings from the 
elimination of the busi¬ 
ness occupancy tax.

In 
fact, taxes are down for 80 
per cent of businesses in 
the HRM. 

Regardless, many of the 
1,300 business owners 
who are members of the 
CFIB feel they’re being 
neglected by the munici¬ 
pality, Andrew said. 

An in-depth survey of 
members is underway and 
so far nearly three-quar¬ 
ters of business owners 
rank the municipality’s 
awareness of the small 
business sector as “poor.” 


Toronto HRM Mayor Peter 
Kelly will meet with the 
mayors of Canada’s 22 
largest municipalities to¬ 
day. 

New federal wastewater 
regulations are expected 
to be the topic at the Big 
City Mayors’ Caucus meet¬ 
ing in Toronto.

The EDC is predicting a 
12 per cent growth for this 
province’s exporters and 
17 per cent growth in 
2011, which is better than 
any other province. Nova 
Scotia’s exports shrunk by 
26 per cent in 2009. 

“Nova Scotia’s strong 


performance is based on 
improved demand from 
the United States, which 
translates into a broad- 
based rebound of Nova 
Scotia’s main export sec¬ 
tors including natural gas, 
fish, tires, and newsprint,” 
said Peter Hall, EDC’s 
chief economist, in a re¬ 
lease yesterday. 

“Natural gas exports in 
particular will drive the 
province’s exceptional ex¬ 
port growth in 2011.” 

He’s predicting the ener¬ 
gy sector will grow 21 per 
cent this year and a whop¬ 
ping 57 per cent in 2011. 


• Canadian exports are ex¬ 
pected to grow by 11 per cent 
in 2010 and 7.6 per cent in 
2011. 

• National economic growth 
is expected to hit 2.5 per cent 

But this province’s 
biggest export sector re¬ 
mains agrifood, which has

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New trial for man 
cleared of sex raps

sex-related charges in re¬ 
gards to his three-year-old 
son and former common- 
law wife will have a new 
trial. 

In a decision released 
this week, Nova Scotia 
Court of Appeal justices 
ruled in favour of the 
Crown attorney’s applica¬ 
tion for a new trial. 

The appeal is based on a 
confession crucial to the 
case that was thrown out. 

The trial judge believed 
the confession was inad¬ 
missible because the ac¬ 
cused wasn’t told and did¬ 
n’t understand his rights 
before he confessed to a 
police officer. 

Without the confession, 


the case fell apart. 

The trial judge described 
the accused as an “unso¬ 
phisticated young man, if 
not an actually vulnerable 
one.” 

In the appeal, Chief Jus¬ 
tice Michael MacDonald re¬ 
examined the videotape of 
the confession. MacDonald 
wrote in his decision that 
he believes the accused 
was told he could remain 
silent. 

In a transcription, the 
RCMP officer said “Uh, po¬ 
lice warning, you need not 
say anything...” 

The accused responded 
“Yeah.” 

MacDonald wrote in his 
decision that given these 
circumstances he felt com¬ 
pelled to order a new trial. 

The name of the accused 
can’t be released to protect 
the identity of the victims. 


Cape Breton to take 
shot at elm tree disease 


vaccine The Cape Breton 
Regional Municipality is 
branching out in a new di¬ 
rection as it fights a dis¬ 
ease attacking the stately 
elm trees that line local 
streets. 

Hiring a New Brunswick 
company called Forestree 
Care, the municipality is 
inoculating 150 of Syd¬ 
ney’s elm trees against 
Dutch elm disease using a 
bio-vaccine called Dutch 
Trig. 

Forestree Care arborist 
Ed Czerwinski says it’s the 
first commercial injection 
of the bio-vaccine in Nova 
Scotia, although it has 
been used elsewhere in 
Canada, the U.S. and in the 
Netherlands where it was 
developed. 

Dutch Trig contains dis¬ 
tilled water and spores of a 
fungus called verticillium 
isolate WCS850, which, af¬ 
ter it is injected into the 
elm, will stimulate the

• Dutch elm disease, a fun¬ 
gus spread by the elm bark 
beetle, has infected an un¬ 
known number of the thou¬ 
sands of elm trees in Sydney 
and elsewhere in CBRM. 


tree’s resistance to the or¬ 
ganism that causes Dutch 
elm. 

“That’s the cool part 
about it,” Czerwinski said. 
“It just gets the tree to say 
‘OK, I am going to build up 
my defences.’ That’s what 
it does and then it fights 
off Dutch elm disease. 

“It is extremely effec¬ 
tive.” 

Dutch Trig will only 
work on trees that are 
pretty well free of the dis¬ 
ease. 

Selected trees will be in¬ 
oculated three times over

The Canadian 
Press Harris-Dec- 
ima survey is 
bad news for 
MPs who have 
collectively re¬ 
jected a request 
by auditor gen¬ 
eral Sheila Fras¬ 
er to examine 
half a billion dol¬ 
lars in annual 
spending. 

The poll of just over 
1,000 respondents found 
that 80 per cent believe it 
likely that MPs are claim¬ 
ing expenses against the 
rules, and just 12 per cent 
think it unlikely. 


The survey follows high- 
profile news coverage of 
expense claim scandals in 
Newfoundland, Nova Sco¬ 
tia and Britain.

Teen pregnancies 
down 36.9%: Study 


growing up The rate of 
teen pregnancies in Cana¬ 
da dropped 36.9 per cent 
between 1996 and 2006, 
according to research re¬ 
leased yesterday by the Sex 
Information and Educa¬ 
tion Council of Canada. 

The teen pregnancy rate 
also dropped 25 per cent in 
the United States during 
the same period, and 4.75 
per cent in England and 
Wales. It increased by 19.1 
per cent in Sweden. 

Reducing socio-econom¬ 
ic inequality is the most 
significant factor in setting 
the direction of teen preg¬ 
nancy rates, according to 
research co-ordinator 
Alexander McKay. 

Rates of teenage preg¬ 
nancy, for example, are 
higher in pockets of pover¬ 
ty in the U.S. 

High-quality sex educa¬ 
tion in schools and easy ac¬ 


cess to health services are 
also factors, and must be 
maintained to keep teen 
pregnancy levels low, Mc¬ 
Kay added. 

“Complacency could 
quickly lead to a reversal 
in indicators of adolescent 
sexual and reproductive 
health,” he said. 

The council is a national 
registered charitable or¬ 
ganization and receives 
funding from the makers 
of Trojan condoms.

BIRTH CONTROL The pill is still 
the No. 1 contraceptive for 
American women, but it's even 
more popular in other industri¬ 
alized countries. The Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention yesterday released 
its first report comparing con¬ 
traception among countries. 
Sixteen per cent of U.S. 
married women say they use 
the pill. That compares with 22 
per cent in the United 
Kingdom, 24 per cent in Aus¬ 
tralia, and more than 40 per 
cent in European nations such 
as the Netherlands, France and 
Portugal. But sterilization was 
much more popular in the 
United States than in six other 
countries. About one in four 


U.S. married women have had 
the procedure. Most of the 
other countries had rates be¬ 
low 10 percent. 

ALASKA State Troopers are 
puzzled by a gruesome discov¬ 
ery in the city of North Pole: 26 
headless chickens carefully 
arranged at a coop. Police say 
the fly-infested carcasses found 
Monday were arranged in a cir¬ 
cular pattern.

Rig worker: BP 
took ‘shortcuts’ 


Senior managers 
complained oil giant BP 
was "taking shortcuts” by 
replacing heavy drilling 
fluid with saltwater in 
the well that blew out, 
triggering the massive oil 
spill in the Gulf of Mexi¬ 
co, according to witness 
statements obtained by 
The Associated Press. 

Truitt Crawford, a 
roustabout for drilling rig 
owner Transocean LTD, 
told coast guard investiga¬ 
tors about the complaints. 
The seawater, which 
would have provided less 
weight to contain surging 
pressure from the ocean 
depths, was being used to 
prepare for dropping a fi¬ 
nal blob of cement into the 
well. 

“I overheard upper man¬ 
agement talking, saying 
that BP was taking short¬ 
cuts by displacing the well 
with saltwater instead of 
mud without sealing the 
well with cement plugs, 
this is why it blew out,” 
Crawford said in his state¬ 
ment. 


Latest attempt to plug gusher 


• BP started pumping heavy 
mud into the leaking Gulf of 
Mexico well yesterday and 
said everything was going as 
planned in the company's 
boldest attempt yet to plug 
the gusher that has spewed 


millions of gallons of oil over 
the last five weeks. BP chief 
executive Tony Hayward said 
it would be at least 24 hours 
before officials know 
whether the attempt has 
been successful. 


A spokesman for BP, 
which was leasing the rig 
Deepwater Horizon when 
it exploded April 20, 
killing 11 workers and 
triggering a massive oil 
spill in the Gulf of Mexico, 
declined to comment. 

Meanwhile, the state¬ 
ments from workers ahead 
of a hearing in New 
Orleans yester¬ 
day and a U.S. 
congressional 
memo about a 
BP internal in¬ 
vestigation of 
the blast indicated 
warning signs were 
ignored. Tests less than an 
hour before the well blew 
out found a buildup of 
pressure that was an “indi¬ 


cator of a very large abnor¬ 
mality,” BP’s investigator 
said, according to the 
memo. There were other 
signs of problems, includ¬ 
ing an unexpected loss of 
fluid from a pipe known as 
a riser five hours before 
the explosion.

Clinton fully 
backs South 
Korea on visit 


Seoul U.S. Secretaiy of 
State Hillary Rodham Clin¬ 
ton said yesterday the 
world must respond to the 
“unacceptable 
provocation” represented 
by the sinking of a South 
Korean warship blamed on 
Pyongyang, as the regime 
unleashed more blistering 
rhetoric against Seoul and 
Washington. Tension on 
the divided Korean penin¬ 
sula has risen dramatically 
since international investi¬ 
gators said last week that a 
torpedo fired by a North 
Korean submarine tore 
apart and sank the South 
Korean warship Cheonan 
March 26, killing 46 
sailors. Relations are at 
their lowest point in a 
decade, when South Korea 
began reaching out to the 
North with unconditional 
aid as part of reconciliation 
efforts. 

“This was an 

unacceptable provocation 
by North Korea, and the in¬ 
ternational community has 
a responsibility and a duty 
to respond,” Clinton told 
reporters in Seoul, the final 
leg of a three-nation Asian

Facebook to simplify 
privacy controls 


tech Faceboolc founder 
Mark Zuclcerberg thinks 
he’s finally found a solution 
to the site’s privacy woes.

Relating 


-here seems to be 

something a bit fu¬ 
tile in the scientif¬ 
ic study of human 
relationships. 
Countless very smart peo¬ 
ple bring real scientific 
rigour to bear the subject, 
but often attain no more 
insight than the average 
pop song or episode of 
Oprah. 

This week’s example: A 
study out of the University 
of North Carolina at 
Chapel Hill, published in 
the June issue of Personal 
Relationships, suggests the 
key to happy coupledom 
may be simple gratitude. 


Researchers studied 67 
couples who had been to¬ 
gether for at least three 
months and had each part¬ 
ner keep a nightly diary 
for two weeks, detailing 
favours they did for the 
other, as well as favours 
the other did for them 
along with their emotional 
responses. 

These being real couples, 
the kindnesses that partici¬ 
pants recorded went unde¬ 
tected almost half the 
time, but when they actu¬ 
ally noticed and felt grati¬ 
tude, there was a strong 
correlation with feelings of 
connectedness. 

So there you go. Be nice 
to each other, don’t take 
each other’s niceness for 
granted and everything 
should be, uh, nice. 

It may sound like the lat¬ 
est findings from the Cen¬ 
tre for the Study of the 
Crashingly Obvious, but 
much of the research into 


relationships is aimed ei¬ 
ther at proving or disprov¬ 
ing the folk wisdom we’ve 
been relying on for genera¬ 
tions to keep the peace be¬ 
tween us. 

And this is far from the 
first study linking grati¬ 
tude to a stronger relation¬ 
ship, and to happiness in 
general, a condition that 
seems most easily 
achieved by those who are 
in the habit of counting 
their blessings. 

The researchers made a 
distinction between actual 
feelings of gratitude and a 
mere sense of indebted¬ 
ness or obligation, which, 
while it will serve to keep 
a couple together, doesn’t 
form the same Krazy Glue 
emotional bond between 
them. 

The kindnesses, this 
study found, didn’t have to 
be over-the-top: “Events 
such as one partner plan¬ 
ning a celebratory meal 


when the other partner 
gets a promotion, taking 
the children to the zoo so 
the other partner can have 
some quiet time, or stop¬ 
ping to pick up the other 
partner’s favourite coffee 
are each benefits to the re¬ 
cipient.” 

The glow from such 
small gestures, the study’s 
authors said, lasted up to a 
day afterwards, and both 
partners benefited. 

While these findings 
may not comprise an 
Earth-shaking develop¬ 
ment in relationship sci¬ 
ence, they are nonetheless 
heartening. Instead of 
racking your brain to find 
the perfect romantic ges¬ 
ture, it seems, you can do 
each other a lot of good 
with accumulated, habitu¬ 
al little kindnesses — and 
you could start right now.

Foxconn Technology 
Group showed off a 
motherboard factory, 
swimming pool and a 
hotline centre for workers 
with emotional problems 
yesterday as the giant 
company — maker of 
iPods and other popular 
gadgets — tried to repair 
an image damaged by a 
spate of employee 
suicides in China.

Nets were put on 
buildings to stop people 
from jumping, and about 
100 mental health counsel¬ 
lors were being trained. 

Gou said he has been 
having trouble sleeping at 
night because of the sui¬ 
cides, the latest one report¬ 
ed Tuesday when a 19-year- 
old man jumped from a 
building after working at 
the plant for about a 
month.

Although Sex and the City 
2 will surely draw a com¬ 
parative sum to its highly 
successful big-screen 
predecessor, someone 
should’ve thrown an “in- 
terfriendtion” for this TV 
hit-turned-film franchise. 

At over 140 minutes, this 
bloated, self-indulgent flick 
may fulfill a few fantasies 
(especially if you ever want¬ 
ed to visit the Middle East 
and meet a Danish dude 
driving aimlessly in a 
Humvee through the 
desert) but as a film, it’s 
uninspired. 

Set two years after Car¬ 
rie’s (Sarah Jessica Parker) 
marriage in the first film,

life. How fortunate then 
that she and the girls are

American Idol awaits 
life after Simon Cowell 


tv Simon Cowell was a 
man of few words as an 
American Idol judge, but 
they were choice. 

What he said helped 
turn a singing contest into 
a pop-culture force that 
dominates TV, even in its 
ninth season and with slid¬ 
ing viewership — and 
whose future is clouded by 
his departure after last 
night’s season finale. 

Cowell was so colourful 
and biting in his criticism 
that it felt like a bracing 
slap in the face of the per¬ 
formers, viewers and so¬ 
cial convention. Brits such 
as Cowell may be accus¬ 
tomed to candour, but 
Americans tend to err on 
the side of cheery positive 
reinforcement (exhibit A: 
most utterances by Paula 
Abdul) and fluff (Randy 
Jackson’s repetitive “Yo!”). 

Most importantly, the 
music industry veteran 
was authoritative and 
mostly on target. With the 
intimidating hauteur of a 
snobbish wine steward, he 
steered viewers to the 
proper assessment of con¬ 
testants. 

“You sucked the soul out 
of that song,” Cowell told 
Andrew Garcia after his 
performance this season of 
Marvin Gaye’s Heard It 
Through the Grapevine. 

He was key to the show’s 
early success, said Tim 
Brooks, a TV historian (co¬ 
author of The Complete 
Directory to Prime Time 
Network and Cable TV 
Shows) and former net-

work executive. “His sar¬ 
castic — but knowledge¬ 
able — put-downs lifted 
the show from the tradi¬ 
tional Star Search mould 
to something genuinely 
new on television, a talent 
show where not only was 
the competition fierce and 
the standards high but the 
judges were part of the en¬ 
tertainment,” Brooks said. 

His act wasn’t all scowl¬ 
ing Cowell. Handsome, 
with a penchant for snug T- 
shirts, he had a disarming 
wink for those he favoured. 
And if he misjudged a gift¬ 
ed singer, it wasn’t for long. 
Finalist Crystal Bowersox 
won an admission from 
Cowell that he had “com¬ 
pletely underestimated” 
her as a serious artist. 

“Simon’s a rare bird. 
He’s more honest than 
most people can handle, 
and I love that about him,” 
Bowersox, 24, of Toledo, 
Ohio, said Monday.

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Quick Fish Tacos

PREP TIME: 10 MINUTES 
COOK TIME: 10 MINUTES 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 tbsp olive oil, plus more 
for greasing sheet pan 

1/2 white onion, very thin¬ 
ly sliced 

2 cups ice water 
1 tbsp lime juice 

1 tbsp finely chopped 
jalapeno pepper 

1/4 tsp ground cumin 
11/4 lb tilapia fillets, or 
other firm white fish (e.g. 
haddock, mahi mahi or 
bass)| 

8 (6-inch) whole-wheat or 
corn tortillas 

2 cups finely shredded red 
cabbage 

1 cup deli fresh store- 
bought salsa, drained 
1/2 cup fresh cilantro 
leaves for garnish, optional 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat broiler to high. 
Line a rimmed sheet pan 
with tinfoil, lightly grease 
with olive oil and set aside. 
Stack tortillas and wrap in 
tinfoil, set aside. Place 
onion slices in ice water 
for 10 minutes, drain well 


and set aside. 

2. Place wrapped tortillas 
on bottom rack of oven for 
10-15 minutes until 
warmed through. 

3. Meanwhile, in a small 
bowl, combine lime juice, 
olive oil, jalapeno and 
cumin and stir. Arrange 
tilapia on prepared sheet 
pan and brush tops of 
fillets with jalapeno 
mixture. Broil fish 3 to 4- 
inches from heat until just 
cooked through, about 7 - 
10 minutes. Break fish into 
large chunks and transfer 
to serving plate. 

4. To assemble tacos, fill 
tortillas with fish, onions, 
cabbage, salsa, drizzle with 
lime sour cream and 
garnish with cilantro, if de¬ 
sired.
